—In exorcise ol the powers oon- 
lorred by section Jfi of the Knnohi Mental Hospital Aot,

Rules 

1 (1) These rules may he called tho Ranchi European 

Mental Hospital (Medical Attendance) Rules, 1949. 

(2) They shall apply to all Officers and servants of the 
Board of Trustees, Ranchi European Mental Hospital, 
Ranchi, whether on duty or on leave at Ranchi. 

2. In these rules, unless there is anything repugnant in 
the subject or context,— 

(a) “authorised medical attendant’’ means— 

(i) in inspect of officers and servants of tho Board ot 

Trustees, Ranchi European Mental Hospital 
whoso pay is not less than Its. 500, per mensem, 
the Pi incipal Medical Officer, Ranchi appointed 
by the Government ol Bihar to attend its officers 
at Ranchi; 

(ii) in respect ot officers and servants ot the said 
Board, whose pay is less than Rs. 500, but more 
than 150 per mensem an Assistant Surgeon, 
or other medical officer of rank not inferior to that 
of an Assistant Surgeon, appointed by the 
Government of Bihar to nttend its officers at 
Ranchi; 
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(ui) iti respect o£ any other seixant ol the Bo.ud. a 
Hub-Assistant Surgeon, or other medical office) ol 
rank not inferior to that oi u Nub- Assistant 
Surgeon, similarly appointed. 

(b) “Boai'd” means the Board of Trustees, Ranchi 
European Mental "Hospital, Banehi; 

;o) “Hospital” means Government Hospitals at Ruielii, 

(cl) “Government" means the Government of Biffin 

(e) “medical attendance” means — 

(i) in respect of the officers and servants ol the Bomd 

specified m sub-clause (i) of clause (a), nttendance 
m hospital or at the lesidcnce of the servant >1

(f) “Patient” means an officer and n servant ol the 
Board to whom theRe Buies apply and who has fallen ill; 

(g) "Treatment” means the use of all medical and 
surgical facilities available at the hospital in which i 
servant of the Board is treated and includes— 

(i) the employment of such pathological, bacteno- 

logical , radiological or other methods as are 
considered necessary In the authorised medical 
attendant; 

(ii) the supply of such medicines, vaccines, sera ami 
other therapeutic substances as are ordinarih 
available in the hospital; 

(iii) the supply of such medicines, vaccines, sera oi 
other therapeutic substances not ordinarily avail- 
able in the hospital as the authoiised medical 
attendant may certify in writing to he essential 
for the recovery, or for the prevention of serious 
deterioration .in the condition, ot the patient; 

(iv) such accommodation as is ordinarily provided m 
the hospital and is suited to his status, accom- 
modation m general or free wards in the hospital 
boing regarded as suitable tor an inferior servant 
of i he Board ; 

(v) such nursing as is oidinarily provided to inpatients 
by the hospital

(3) A specialist or other medical offieoi summoned undor 
clause (h) of sub-rule (1), shall, on production ot a certi- 
ficate in writing by the authorised medical attendant m 
this behult he reimbuised by the Board, expenditure for 
the journeys to and horn the place whore the patient is, 
togethei with his fee, it -my 

5. (1) V palienl shall he entitled to free treatment at 
the hospital, hut maintenance or any other charges shall 
he borne by the employee himself oi herself. 

(2) Where a patient is entitled under sub-rule (1), free 
of charge, to treatment m the hospital, any amount paid 
bv him on account of such treatment shall, on production 
of a certificate in writing by the authorised medical 
attendant m this behalf, be reimbursed to him by the 
Board. 

6 (I) Gharges tor services lendemd m connection with, 
hut not included in medical attendance on, or treatment 
ol, u pal icnt entitled, free of charge, to medical attendance 
or treatment under these rules, shall he determined by the 
authorised medical attendant and paid bv Ihe patient. 

(2) If any question arises as to whether any service is 
included In medical attendance or treatment, if shall he 
referred to the Government whose decision shall be final.
